"The natives m 
the vicinity of Laku Tnboo aseribe its 
origin to a great natural convulsion. 
Thoic -was a lime, they say, when their 
tribe possessed tho whole earth, and 
were strong, numerous and rich; but a 
elay came in which a people rose up 
htroDRcr than thev, and elcfeated auel en- 
slaveel them. Aft", rwnril-. the great spiiit 
scut a great wave across the continent 
from the sea, anel thi-- engulfeel both tho 
eipuressors imd the oppressed, all bat a 
i-niall remnant. Then the tnskmahters 
maele the icuiiunin" people ijise up a 
Teat temple, so that they of the ruling 
caste Rhould ha-vo refuge in case of an- 
other flood, and on tha top of this tem- 
ple the misters -worbhippeei a column of 
perpetual fire. 


Two weeks had not elapsed, however, 


before thtie was more trouble ill cnnip; 
thi» time it was the earth which groaned 
and trembled; the masters took refuge 
in tlieir temple, closing the people out. 
The poor fled to the Humboldt river— 
"cross the Nevada basiu which had been 
filled with water by the tidal wave two 
weeks before, a distance of only n little 
over two hundred miles—and getting in- 
to their canoes, which they hael hidden 
there eleven hundred centuries before, 
paddled for dear [life from the awful 
scene behind them.
